When 
I take into oonsideratien that it was a 
time of grtot. political'^ exoitiBttajsnt' and 
when I oonsider the tragic results 'which 
might have taken placo in oonsoquenco, 
I am impressed with tbo magnitude of 
tbe offence, for bad tbat which has oo- 
oured in the city of Victoria occurred 
in any part of tbo United States 
there would have been bloodshed — men 
would have fallen by tbo dozen. I felt 
inclined to protect myself and prepared 
to do so; but when I looked at tbo great 
respectability of the persons {trasent and 
considering tbe unseemly hoUr' of the' 
nigbt and the standing and well being of 
tbo person at whose placo wo were, I felt 
tbat I ought not nor did I take the law 
into my own bauds. I was assaulted 
when I bad no idea wbero tbo blow was 
from. I was attacked from tbe rear. Some 
seem to think that unless one 
studies Greek and Latin his head 
cannot be injured, and if tbo defendant 
thinks so, I hope the ('ourt will toaoh 
him tbat a man's skull ia not to recoive 
Bucb a blow— it hurt mo then and I fool 
it still. With thoBO remarks I trust the 
Court will take the case into cousidora- 
tion and deal out such a measuru 
of justice as will" deter others from 
committing a similar offence. I can al- 
low for political excitement— for the 
warmth of electoral discussion; but I can- 
not allow my skull to bo violated forcibly 
by a cowardly and unmanly blow. 

Tho Court took a mild view of tho case 
and dismissed tbe cbargo.

Editob Colonist:— "E. M., Noi 2"' 
eudeavors in your issue of the 23|a 
inst, to disprove certain Btatembu|s 
made by me as to tho foundation of 
tho Church of England. 

If "E. M., No. 2" professes to re- 
fute my atatomonts, there are but jtw^ 
courses open to him, viz^r-ditbei: jfcj>j 
shew that my premises, - the Acts >of 
Pprliameut I have quoted,are fals^, or 
admitting them to be correct, to shew 
that my deductions aro unsound, and 
then point out what may legitimately 
be inferred from such promises; in- 
stead of pursuing either of those 
methods, he gives us, solely on his 
own authority, what he calls "a con- 
nected view of the Church of England 
as popularly received." In my pre- 
vious letter I eiinply endeavored to 
shew the formation of the Church of 
England, not as popularly received, but as 
aclunlly constituted. 

He proceeds to defend tho Protes- 
tant religion, wbioh I never attacked; 
and asserts that it is to-day the true 
representative of tho primitive Church, 
which I never disputed; and in an at- 
tack on what ho considers the errors 
of tbo llouiish Church, ho contrives 
entirely to lose sight of the real ques- 
tion at issnq, which H^iriojfnd vfii/ Ihe 
Protestant Church of England teat estab- 
lished? 

I admit that I was in error when I 
said "the Komau Catholic rouj;ion was 
universal througbout all - 1 Obristian 
countries until tfbout tb'd 'year 1520." 
'It was |iowever at that time, and had 
been for about iOOO youra previously 
the recognized religion of England, 
which for all tho purposes of my argu- 
ment is practically tho same thing; nor 
does this error iu any way alToct the 
soundness of the deductions drawn 
from the Acts of Parliament referred 
to. 

With tho history of tho Primitive 
Church, andi,}vith the tenets of ^itb'er 
the Roman Catholic or Protestant re- 
ligious I have nothing to do, thoy aro 
entirely beside the question, which, is 
hoiD and why the Church of England teas 
established! ^ 

To recapitulate all I advanced in my 
previous letter would take up too 
much of your valuable space. 

"10. M. No. 2," admits that ho has 
not soon the Acta referred to, and has 
had access to no books on the subject; 
under snob ciroumstancea would - it 
not be better for him to refrain from 
argument.until by reading tho history 
of the period, be bas thoroughly in- 
vestigated the causes which led to tho 
formation of the Protestant CHurchof Eng- 
land as by law establtshed. 
, The following statements made in 
bis letter shew that ha must have 
drawn upon his imagination for his 
facts, while in no singlo instance has 
he adduced tho authority of any writer 
in support of his assertions. 

"E.M. No. 2," says, "it was not till 
comparatively recent times, a hundred 
years or so before tlio Koformalion 
that Homo began to arrogate supre- 
macy." 

History says, Pope Gregory II. 
claimed temporal supremacy over 
Christian princes in the year 726, and 
tbo Council of Nice repudiated tho 
doctrine of spiritual supremacy in the 
year 325. The natural imference be- 
ing tbat spiritual supremacy had at 
that time been claimed by the Pope. 

The paragraphs numbered 1 and 2 
in the summary aro incorrect as stalo- 
mouta of fact. No. 3 is correct; but 
as these paragraphs have nothing 
whatever to do with the establis.hment 
of tbe Protestant Oburob orEngland, 
I need not further notice thein. 

The paragraph numbered 4 reads, 
"That Henry abolished tho monaster- 
ies which richly deserved it iu any 
case, ond with the assistance of bis 
prelates 'the true religion' as stripped 
of pernicious and erroneous doctrines 
was brought back." 

From the first portion of this sen- 
tence, slightly obscure aa it is, I ga- 
ther tbat in 'E. M., No. 2's' opinion 
'might is right;' probably he is ignor- 
ant of tho fact that tho suppression of 
tbe monaitories necessitated tbo intro- 
duction oifcAhose Poor Lawg which are 
tt heavy l^^en on tbo people of Eng- 
land at tho plt.e.seut day. From the lat- 
ter part of- bit^'soutenco I infer that 
that gentlemaii speaks tbe truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth, when ho says ho has no books 
to refer to; for a schoolboy's acquaint- 
ance with English history would have 
informed him that no direct move was 
mado towards the formation of the 
Church of England until Edward tbe 
Vlth's reign. 

E/ M., No. 2' next makes an asser- 
tion that 70,000 persons were slaugh- 
tered for religion's sake in the live 
years of Mary's reign; I have searched 
in vain for his authority for this state- 
ment, and on referring to Hume, who 
at all events wiil never bo accused of 
partiality towards Mary, I lind tho 
following sentouco: 'Wo have llirown 
togothor almost all the proceedings 
against heretics, though carried on 
during a course of three years, that 
wo may bo obliged as little as possible 
to return to such shocking violences 
and barbarities. It is computed that 
in that tiiu* 277 persons wore brought 
to tho stake, besides those, who woro 
punisbed by.imm'isoointnt.E.^cs and 
confiscations.' If Mr. Hume is correct, 
his figures leavo.-'-JJ. M,., No. 2' a ba- 
lance of G9,728 victims to be account- 
ed for in tho remaining two years of 
Mary's reign, 

'E.M., No. 2' next speaks of Crau- 
mer as one of 'the noble army-of mar- 
tyrs.' History says that Oranmer be- 
ing »/«//oij of a College at Cambridge, 
and having, of course, made an en- 
gagement (as tbo /alloua do this day) 
not to marry while he was a fellowi 
married secretly and still e^joy^d his fel- 
lowship. While 8 • marrWd' mbn be 
bcoKiae n priest '«nd (ojIs 



oath of celibacii] and going to Germany 
marrwd another wife, tho daughter of a 
Protestant; so tbat now he bad two 
wives at the one time, tbougb bis oath 
rJSil>und^Miit>?to have no wife at all. He 
^W^SisUbibbop enforced the law of 
celibocy, while be himself secretly 
kej)t his German wife in his palace at 
Canterbury. Ho, as ecclesiastical 
judge^-iflivorced Henry VIII. from 
^ three wives tbe grounds of his decision iu 
two of those cases being directly the 
contrary of thoso wbioh he himself had 
laid down when ho declared tho mar- 
riage valid; and in the case of Anne 
BoloynV.hoi as" ecclesiastical judge, 
pronounced that Anne bad never been 
the King's wife, while, as a member 
of tho House of Peers, ho voted for 
hor death, as having been an aduletrcss, 
and therefore guilty of treason to her 
husband. Under Honry he sent men 
niid women to tbe stake because they 
wero not Catholics, and ho sent Cath- 
olics to tbe stake because they would 
not acknowledge the King's suprema- 
cy, and. fcberfl^y. per jure themselves as 
he-fia^d Bo'often done.' Become open- 
ly a Protestant iu Edward's roign, and 
openly i)rofessing thoso very princi- 
ples for which he had burnt others, he 
now burnt his fellow Protestants beoauss 
their grounds for protesting wera different 
from his. As executor of the will of the 
old master, Henry VIII., which gave 
tho Crown,after Edward,to his daugU- 
ters Mary and Eliisabetlr.-b'e conspired 
with others to rob those two. daugh- 
ters of tboir right and givo tho Crown 
to Ludy Jano Grey, that queen of nine 
days, whom ho with others ordered to 
bo proclainicd. Coutinod, notwith- 
stauding his crimes, merely to the 
palace ai|.Lambetb, he in requital -of 
thfe Queeri*s lenity, plotted with, trai- 
tors iu the pay of Franco to overset 
her govornmont. Brought at last to 
trial and condemnation as a heretic, 
bo professed himself ready to recant. 
He was respited for six weeks during 
.Trhich time he signed six difi'erent 
forms of recantation, each more ample 
than the former. It was a question 
in tho Queen's Council whether he 
should bo pardoned as other recanters 
bad been; but it was considered ..that 
bis crimes wero so enormous that it 
would bo unjust to permit him to es- 
cape, and ho accordingly suffered the 
penalty ho had so richly deserved in 
tbe sixty-fifth year of his age. 

'E. M., No. 2" tells us that he can 
prove the Apostolical - suooession - but 
very wisely adds^^ "I "refrain." Arch- 
deacon Woods some fourteen months 
ago not only told us that ho could, but 
actually publicly and voluntarily 
pledged his word that he would do so, 
and in spite of several gentle remind- 
ers, he too, re/rains. 

'E. M. No. 2" imforms us that the, 
Roman Catholic Church fell away 
from the Church of England in 1570. 
This, I take it, is news indeed. In a 
former paragraph I said that he - drew 
on his imagination for bis facts, 
and I think I am now justified in ad- 
ding "and on bis invention for his 
history." And speaking of tho separa- 
tion of tho two Churches ho, says, "I 
deny tho schism." There is no Act of 
Parliament to compel him to admit 
tbat two and two are four: but when 
the Lords and Commons of England 
iu Parliament assembled deliberately 
record that separation as a schism in 
tho archives of the country, I fear few 
will agree with "E. M., No 2*8" opin- 
ion on a subject which it is clear he 
knows very littlo about. 

"E. M., No. 2" winds up by saying 
that ho has thought it right to refute 
my fitatomeuts. "Will be have the 
.goo^ness^to point out any one state- 
ment relative to the foundation of the 
Gharch of England which • I have, 
made and he has refuted ? On the 
contrary, he has carefully avoided 
throughout hi.H letter every point bear- 
ing on the subject, and has persistent- 
ly endeavoured to introduce the re- 
ligious element from which I have 
carefully refrained. If ho really is 
desirous of obtaining information on 
the subject Mr. Courtney will be hap- 
py to show him the Acts I referred to 
iu ray previous letter. 

If "E. M., No. 2" should wish to 
answer eitlier of luy letters I must 
bog him to confine himself to tho 
point, and not wander off into side is- 
sues which have no real bearing on 
tho oase,;and. from these deduce a 
series of unfounded assertions, which 
aro gonorally incorrect and have not 
the slightest connection with tho sub 
joot which is, how and why the Protestant 
Church of England uww established.

General Selby Smyth's Report for 

Ottawa, Feb. 10.~Gen. Selby 
Smyth's report is of unusual length, 
occupying forty-seven jpages. In ad-'- 
dition to ordinary militia matters, it 
contains special reports on the con- 
ditions of tho North- West Mounted 
Police forcCj and on tho General's 
conferences with the general officers 
of the United States army command- 
ing in Montana, Washington," and 
Oregon Territories, to whom he was 
accredited by the American Govern- 
ment. Various suggestions are made 
as to the state of the militia , organiza- 
tion in Prince iEdward'a-Island, Mani- 
toba, and British Cblurnbia. He rec- 
ommends the organization of a corps 
of mounted infantry or riflemen for 
tho interior of British Columbia for 
the security of the po^julation. "from 
any alarm that might occur to dis- 
turb the present peaceful relations be- 
tween the white and coloured inhabi- 
tants of the country. 

Tho training of the militia during 
the past season is said to have been 
cciiTied oul? itt!a ••satisfactory mt^n ner. 
He enfbfied'the necessity for training 
schools for both cavalry and infantry. 
Failing their establishment, be.' sug-- 
gests the selection of a batch of gar- 
rison instructors selected from among 
officers educated professionally tip to ,, 
tbe highest modern s^n^ard and dei<.: 
tailed through the military districts. 
In his examination of the cam^js of 
exercise last year, in the camp at 
BrockvlUo only; did he observe a few 
\mder- sized men. : !-M|»ny of the rifles 
ore so long In use as to. be unfit for 
active service. The new clothing is- 
sued this year is a failure. The shape 
of the frock is very unpopular and 
the serge material very bad. The 
forage cap invented here is unservice- 
able. The number of men trained 
last year was something under 80,000. 
The Military College is now i^eacly for 
the reception of cadets. An engineer 
company at Toronto, to number sev- 
enty men, is recommended, tho com- 
manding officers being Lieut.-Colonel 
Gzowski and Scoble. - As to the staff, 
he proposes the restriction of district 
staff appointments to five years, al- 
lowing the re-appointment of officers 
of proved qualifications. The selec- 
tion should be made on account of 
professional qualification, apart from 
any claim on account of local connec- 
tion or influence. "Where the latter is 
applied the best material is not always 
supplied and tbe efficiency of the ser- 
vice suffers, the wide sphere of Cana- 
da recjuiring intelUgent, ^nctiTe;.'' well- 
informed staflf offic'efs, iii' whom full 
professional reliance can be placed. 
-He recommends the partial reduction 
of the Brigade staff. Some of the dis- ^ 
triots] are oTerstooked witb the staff, most 
of wbom have' almost a Bineonre'fbr three- 
quarters of the year. The .disbibution 
also is unequal. It is suggested that 
tho Brigade staff should be absorbed 
as vacanies* occur, leaving one Bri- 
gade-Major to carry 3,000 men of the 
active establishment of each military 
district. The money thus saved might 
be devoted to purposes more advan- 
tageous to the force. It is proposed 
that no appointments to the staff", un- 
less in case of re-appointments, should 
be made without the officer having 
previously passed a quali{yi|^g examin- 
ation and received a certificate of fit- 
ness from headquarters. 



Anecdote of Ai.exandeu Hamilton. —

Hamilton had put iu 
writing faithful miuutos of their for- 
mer coaversi^tion, which, upon hia 
second visit be read aloud., . , v 

"I think," said Hamilton when he 
had finished reading, "that' is"a true 
statement of plans." 

"Yes, sir," answered tho client, 'that 
is correct. And now, if I may ask, 
what hove you decided?' 

•I will toll you, sir,' replied Hamil- 
ton, sternly; "you aro now complete- 
ly in ray power; and I consider myself 
as tbo future guardian of these unfor- 
tunate orphans. I have decided that 
you will settle with them honorably,to 
tbe very last penny, or/]}wiU hunt ,yott 
from the surface of the earth I" 

It may bo unnecessary to add that 
the falso-hoartod guardian did not 
pursue his nefarious suhemo any far- 
ther,- '
